Reproduces Borglum’s World 


Famous Sculpture; Will Be 
Given Release At Keystone 


One of the world’s most easily identified monuments, the 
Mount Rushmore National Memorial in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota, will be reproduced in a green-colored commemorative 
stamp to be given a first day of issue August 11 at Keystone, S. D. 
Hewn from a granite ridge are the heads of Washington, Lincoln, 
Teddy Roosevelt and Jefferson near the 6000 foot top of Mount 
Rushmore. Massive in conception, the work was performed by and 
under the supervision of the late John Gutzon de la Mothe Borglum, 
noted sculpter, who died in 1941 with the memorial nearly com- 
pleted. Since then his son Lincoln has carried the work to com-

dorsed “FIRST DAY COVERS”, 

This monument. is rightfully 
named “The Shrine of Democra- 
cy” and few persons view it 
without feeling the greatness of 
their country, and without re- 
ceiving an inspiration of increased 
loyalty and pride. The idea for 
such a memorial was first con- 
ceived in 1924 by the late Doane 
Robinson, a South Dakota histor- 
jan. 

There was opposition which 
scoffed “Why cut up a mountain?” 

Mr. Robinson persisted, till the 
state legislature granted a small 
sum for the start, but a million 
dollars for the completion came. 
in part from private donations 
and federal funds. 

Using a mechanical device. the 
sculptor transmitted readings from 
the models to workmen in “sad- 
dles” suspended by cables. Every 
six inch square on the granite was 
repeatedly plotted, as dynamite 
took off the rough layers, then 
the finer work was done by come 
pressed air drills, 

The monuments face the south, 
and to get the proper expressions 
in varying lights, a dark red paint 
was experimentally used for sha- 
dows. If the effect was deemed 

ood it was made permanent by 
chisel work. The sparkle one sees 
in Lincoln’s eye is a_ block of 
granite 30 inches long. 

Mount Rushmore originally was 
indented with fissures and has 
occasional infiltrations of feldspar 
and other minerals. It was a 
problem for both the artist and 
the engineer to dodge them. A 
streak of silver and lead ore was 
found at the end of Lincoln’s nose, 
and a similar problem arose and 
was solved when a reddish min- 
eral showed up between Roose- 
velt’s nose and cheek. 

It is called Mount Rushmore

_ Two new “finds” are reported 
in the spring bulletin of the 
Italy Stamp Group, just released 
for distribution. One is a hither- 
to unlisted variety of Albania

The other “find” is an  un- 
known “essay” of _ Cremona, 
which is reproduced together

Among the many other articles 
is a full-length study tracing the 
development of the Italian postal 
system up to the introduction of 
postage stamps. 

Another adds considerable in- 
formation on the Italian “B.L.P.”

Everyone who has been read- 
ing this column knows or should 
know that when Congress changed 
the rate 1or postal cards from lc 
to 2c that there were hundreds of 
millions of the one centers on 
hand. To throw them away 
wouldn’t be good economy so the 
Post Office Department decided 
to revalue them to 2c. 

Revaluing for the most part 
was done using Pitney-Bowes 
Tickometers which imprinted a 
single-line border box on the 
cards in which was the wording 
“REVALUED /2c /P.O. DEPT.” So 
much is common knowledge, as 
is the fact that this box was 
printed in green ink, and that 
it has been found in _ various 
places on the card, as well as up- 
side down. 

Charles H. Abel of Neenah, 
Wis., became very much interest- 
ed in these items when they first 
appeared. He approached the 
matter from four different angles:

A Century of Stamp Production, 
1852-1952, is printed on art paper, 
runs 44 pages and is embellished 
with large numbers of ‘“‘Specimen’’ 
rtamps illustrating the varied 
work of this historic firm. These 
“Specimen” stamps, appropriately 
overprinted, have been punched 
with a small hole each and have 
been artistically mounted on sever- 
al pages. One page of Collotype 
reproductions have been marked 
“Reproduction Only—No Postal 
or Philatelic Value’’, We have 
been happy indeed to add a copy 
of this exquisite work to our phila- 
telic library. 


A German Lutheran missionary 
recently returned from Tangan- 
yika has brought with him a few 
sets of the 1916 German East Af- 
rica missionary society provision- 
als.

Collectors 
desiring first-trip cancellations 
should send their covers properly 
prepared, with postage prepaid 
and ready for mailing at the first- 
class rate, to the postmaster at 
Des Moines, Iowa, for Trip 1 can- 
cellations, and to the postmaster 
at Saint Joseph, Mo. for Trip 2 
cancellations. A clear space of no 
less than 2% by 2% inches to the 
left on the address side of all 
covers must be left for application 
of the cachets.

Covers for first-trip cancella- 
tions should be sent under cover 
or label, to the appropriate _post- 
master with accompanying letter, 
or endorsement on label, author- 
izing the holding of the covers 
for the first trip and requesting 
application of the cachet. No 
provision will be made for phila- 
telic handling of the covers tq or 
from intermediate post offices 
along these routes; however, at the 
specific request of collectors, cov- 
ers receiving cachets will be di- 
rected to the outer terminus of 
the trip, where they will be back- 
stamped and dispatched onward 
to destination.

quite by chance. In the early 80’s 
a New York mining engineer by 
name of Charles E. Rushmore 
visited the section, and asked the 
name of the mountain. 

“It hasn’t any name,” he was 
told but ‘why don’t we name it 
for you.” Thus it became Rush- 
more. When Gutzon Borglum, the 
sculptor was asked why he select- 
ed the persoi.alities he did he 
answered— 

“Washington, tried by repulses 
and disloyalty as much as by cold 
and hunger, stands for individual 
character, end he put the lofty 
character of his into our institu- 
tions of government. 

“Jefferson is our supreme idea 
of democracy, yet unsurpassed. 
Our political life, our popular 
education, our religious freedom 
show his influence. 

“Lincoln comes into the picture 
because he saved our political ex- 
periment from the real tragedy 





rel at its own fireside. 

“Roosevelt, unannoyed by mal- 
feasance, brought to solution the 
problem over which Europe had 
struggled, the joining of the At- 
lantic and the Pacific by the Pan- 
ama Canal. He gave America to 
the world and the world to 
America.” 

Continuing he said— 

“Here these four stand, records 
ed in imperishable granite, each 
with a message for the years to 
come.” 

President Coolidge gave the 
proper answer at the dedication 
ceremonies in 1927 in these words: 
“We have come here to dedicate 
a cornerstone that was laid by 
the hand of the Almighty.”
